TO T H E D EMOCRATI C VO TE RS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
F e l l o w C i t i z e n s .— Approaching a crisis in the for­ 
tunes of Democracy in this Commonwealth, and in a sea­ 
son of high, yet anxious hope, as to its success in the com­ 
ing elections, National and State— the Democratic State 
Cominiliec in virtue of the rules of our present organiza­ 
tion, desire to address you. 
You well know that our present organized democracy 
dales from the period of the amalgamation bctw'een the 
old school Federalists and Republicans. 
A union so 
reckless of principle, by the leaders o< each section who 
accomplished it, assuming as they must, that those parties 
only exi.sted in name, as to disgust many of our best and 
purest minds, and induced them to turn to the then incipi­ 
ent Jackson Democratic P arly as the only shelter for their 
principles. 
This was a decisive movement, and an era in our party 
history, and from that hour to the present, the principles 
and policy of each parly have been gradually tieveloped 
before the people, with a steadily increasing favor to de­ 
mocracy,and a like increasing distrust of its proud antago­ 
nist. 
And now, from small and most discouraging begin­ 
nings, democracy, as a political power in Massachusetts, 
has become formidable—and as a principle, embodying all 
that is necessary to reform and sustain our institutions, its 
rapid progress among us is full of the brightest hopes to the 
patriot and philanthropist. 
W e say to the patriot because 
democracy now, as it ever has been, is his only instrument 
of politicai reform—we say to the philanthropist, because 
all our moral, social, and even religious reformers arc be­ 
ginning to learn with surprise, that the radical school de­ 
mocracy is the basis of their efforts, also, and that unless 
they are content to cultivate a true faith, but enjoy half its 
benefits only, the democratic party must be their home. 
For when its principles are well understood, it will be 
found a sacred duty with all citizens to carry them to the 
polls. 
This Is strikingly the case with our Anti-Masonic breth­ 
ren and those reformers engaged in defence of the industri­ 
ous classes and of our common rights against the encroach- 
ments of chartered w'ealth. 
These all now stand in rank 
with the democracy, as a political party—and ready to 
engage in its conflicts,and to sustain its otlicial candidates. 
The consequence lias been within two or three years so 
great an accession of numbers and power to our cause, as 
quite to confound our adversaries ; and their unsuccessful 
attempts at explanation, only betrays their usual ludicrous, 
self-conceit and coasec^ueut self-deception. 
Having liltleconception of the jxiwer of tmth on men’s 
minds, llit^ solve the problem by an application of their 
own motives of political action, and maintain that it is all 
from self-interest and self-seeking ; that the democratic 
party is an unprincipled spoils of office-party, successful 
only by parly drilling, and the machinery of patronage and 
place. 
But their assumed cause is by no means adequate 
to the known effect. 
It is (piite incredible that two-thirds 
of a great nation, or one half of the sane population of a 
Stale, (our relative democratic strength,) highly intelligent 
and prosperous,eiijoyiiig, too, the blessings of self-govern­ 
ment, should make a business of office-seeking when each 
man’s iiO|ie of success would hardly be as one to ten 
thousand ! 
Tiiese men might as well affirm that our gov- 
erumenl itself was framed by the old patriots, and adopted 
by th-' riitiicm, not as an instiuuion of human benevolence, 
but for the emolunieats of its offices. 
But the great body of our parly, it is said, are the honest 
dupes of a tew adroit and successful office-holders and ex­ 
pectants. 
W hen will our opponents acipiire the power to 
judge of honest motives ? 
Fhemselves accuse us of an in­ 
herent and inordinate jealousy of all men in fortune’s fa­ 
vors ; and yet they would liave it believed that this, our 
nature, only operates when it has a good constitutional 
whig for its object. Let them revise their lessons of human 
nature 5 and iii the moan lime accept our assurance that 
democrats, from Jefferson ilowuwards, arc jealous of exec­ 
utive office-hoUlers, and of wealth-holders too, when aiming 
at political influence. 
Both jiosilioiis are seductive and 
must be watched. 
The people are always jealous of all 
poliucal power which they cannot directly control. 
But 
their jealousy uf office-holders is not from the whig mo­ 
tive of of a longing desire to fill their places— it is a com­ 
mon and proper jealousy of all unequal influences which 
may in any (icgrec disturb democratic equality, and thus 
abridge our ctpial rights. 
And this jealousy, like fear, has 
been wisely given, to teach us all to shun a thrcaleiied 
mischief. 
All men have it w hen looking upward to an im- 
iiiiiient power, and all men in place dread it when looking 
downward upon those whose rights they put in hazard ! 
From this, also, comes the truly democratic doctrine of 
rotation in office, and the democracy insist that in their 
party it shall be a perpetual practice, and not according to 
whig conscrviUivc notions, a fierpctual theory only. 
All 
men in oflicc, or in any elevation, will ever iucline to cti- 
ireiich themselves and seek to perpetuate their unequal 
positions, and the oftencr they are broken up the less deep 
and strong will be their muniments, and the more yielding 
to the popular will. 
This is practical democracy. 
And 
docs it seem to the w higs like submission to a settled dj-- 
nasty of office-holders 1 
Democrats yiehl to none but popular influences. 
Does 
this look like a party under the dominion of artificial pow­ 
er and place ? 
And yet in the face of all this,wc hear continually lliat Mr 
Van Btiren is the office-holders candidate. 
It is the rich­ 
est whig theme to degrade him and one of the first lessons 
taught in their schools. Another, is his mysterious magical 
powers. 
Yet we cannot hope that appeals to truth or 
reason will at all discourage the practice, since it has no 
connexion with reason or probability. 
W e trust that com­ 
ing events will show, that his office-holders’ party is an 
overwheliniiig democracy ; and his wonderful magic, an 
uiicominon portion of ¡Miblie and private virtue. 
i;i the mean time we call on all good fleniocrats, both by 
word and deed to tliscourage and rebuke this slander. 
It is said, again, that wo rely on party names and party 
machinery for success. 
But Imvv does this con-^ist with 
<mr constant appeal to a sober and enliehtened public 
judgment for the truth of our princi|>les ? 
VVe use pr rsua- 
sion as a legitimate inslrument of influence in all cie^es. 
and neither honest men or cqijitable interest have cause to 
dread the practice, unless, indeed, they distru.st human 
reason and liimiau justice. 
I'he action of mind upon 
mind in ffee debate and in opt'ii communion is ilemocratio 
and cannot grneratc iiialign inthn ncc.s, like thoM' of artifi­ 
cial rank, of wfalth. oflice or political iiecromamy. 
W e 
affirm that the great Ibimociatic party have no hope or 
desire of success bttt by the power and truth of their prin- 
<'ii>h'S. 
And when it is considered, that by their common 
position in sot ietv, that theb* inti'rest is the common inter- 
C'l. and that when true to •honiselvcs flnyv -are of nece^aty 
ii'i" til ill,, public, the puolic have tiic best pos.sitile se­ 


curity both for their sincerity and patriolism. 
Whether 
the great botly of any roiiiuuitiily may be supjmsed to lack 
the necessary wisdom to manage their own concerns, puli- 
lic or private, we will not now ¡iiquir«'. 
Wo cannot .suppose,also, that a party courting puldic 
oliservation and scnilinv, should fiav«^ need to «lefend 
.l.«elf against uhto deiiuiiciatiori and contemptuous ap- 
|>ellatives ; as ultras, levellers, incendiaries, attempting to 
found a |»arly on pauperism and crime, so often cast at 
the democracy. 
In answi'r to this we shall only say that 
the ill success of this most uiyiist jmrty process ujioii the 
principles ami policy of our illustrious national Executive 
IS an example, and .should be a solemn warning. 
If the 
enemies of deiiiocracy would effectually destroy it, let 
them fairly overthrow its principles by appeals to reason. 
Or if tliev lack the necessary talent whilst they claim so 
largely, lef them then at least be silent. 
It is not m ag ­ 
nanimous to thus pass by the democracy and its principles, 
and fall jiersonally upon fhe democrats. 
It is a practice 
better suited to that semi-liarbarous age when religionists, 
in a spirited controversy, w'ould slop their ears and cast 
dirt and stones, than to the present enlightened period, 
fctuch jtractices ever betoken a bad cause. 
'I’hese remarks, in vindication of our motives and policy 
as a parly, we have fell it our duty to make. 
But we 
trust that a further and full vindication will also come 
from an exposition of our princi|»les of party organizalion 
ami Dolilical action. 
Ami in this we shall assume, that 
the doctrines promulgated by the resolutions of the Dem­ 
ocratic W orcester Uonvonlion of Sept. 
embody the 
sentiments of the Massachusetts Democracy. 
'I’he fre- 
i|uent adopllqa of those resolves formally, on all appro­ 
priate occasions by the democracy, their harmony with 
the general course pursued by the democrats of llie last 
House ami Senate, and the general favor manifested by 
the party towards them, give us this assurance. 
The following are the most decisive, and the oflenest 
cite«!. 
" Resolved, T hat as all .sovereignty and government 
are virtually in the hands of the people, and lh.at both the 
structure of our government and mode of legi4lalion are 
oiilv' riesigned to give to fhe will of the peojjte'Rlie form 
and [lower of law— therefore, to secure the «ijoyment of 
ci/Maf /au s, it is essential that the people from whom they 
thus emanate should be on an equality in their social ami 
political condition. 
All combinations, open or .secret, all consoliilations of 
wealth or influence, by special law's designed to accunin- 
lale power or w'ealth in large masses for mdiviilual good, 
(the public advantage being only incidental) are sub­ 
versive of the just equality of the people, and liy a 
necessan^ consequence, disturb the equality and impar­ 
tiality o f the government and laws. 
Resolved, further, that the convention consider that all 
incorporations of individuals or of capital for private 
business and profit ought to be uniformly checked and 
discouraged by the Democracy of this Commonwealth ; 
that they arc in the nature of monopolies and aristocratic 
and w'ith us most apt instruments in the hands of the rich 
to steal away the rights of the people, and changing, as 
they do our equal condition, they in effect change fhe 
government also.” 
Pure Democracy inculcates equal rights-—equal laws— 
and equal means of education—ami equal means of 
w’calth also as incident to these liiessings. 
No man w ill deny that this is a bold and explicit avowal 
of party faith, and revealing upon its face an honest 
purpose. 
So general and disinterested are its principles 
that they arc ij^rapable of subserving mere private ends. 
They have, ino;-eover, the sanction of great names and 
lime-honored u s a ^ . 
They are the doctrines of old Jef­ 
fersonian RepublioauismLelftre its corruptions, applied to 
new and ever-varving sociahexigencies ami combinations. 
’I’hey have been fiilly restored and reduced to iractlcc liy 
our illustrious national Executive, and have we I sustained 
him in his severe struggle against the IT. S. Bank, and its 
kindred money-stock incorporations and monopolies ; and 
his unyielding fidelity to these principles is the main cause 
of his popularity; and it speaks volumes of the democrat­ 
ic teodiyicy of the great mass of our citizens. 
Mr. \ an Iluren lias openly avowed the same sentiments. 
W e (juote' from his recent letter to Mr. Williams.— “ The 
supremacy of the popular will is the fotimlation of our 
government. 
If we allow it to be prostrated either by 
corruption or fraud, the republican 
principle of our sys­ 
tem will be broken down. 
It is only by rigidly and 
manfully upholding that supremacy on all occasions, that 
we can hope to resist the perpetual efforts of a s lirit 
inherent in all societies;— which 
has never ceasct 
to 
rnaiiitain a pow'erfnl foothold in these slates, ami which is 
ever at work to subvert those features of our system, 
which place the political rights of the [leople on an e< ual 
footing.” 
These senlimenrs, so far as they go, it wil be 
scon, arc identical with the Worcester resolutions. 
And we venture to predict that the measure of Mr. 
Van Biiren’s fidelity to them, will be *he measure of his 
po[)ulaiity. 
'I'hose who would destroy him and the ho(»es 
of the democracy in him, have only 10 satisfy the people 
that he is a sectional, partial-spccial-interest partizan, and 
a monopolist under the name of democracy. 
For no man, 
however talented, can sustain himself before this pco[ile, 
justly laboring under that imputation. 
The great mass of men forever occupy the great com­ 
mon position, and therefore must strongly .sympathize 
with the common interest. 
.Self-love itself prompts them 
to seek their .self-elevation, in character and just influence, 
and their relative Cijuality in society, its a means of com­ 
mon ha[i|)iness. 
And thus, what, to pampered, narrow 
self-conceit, appears criminal jealousy of superiors, and 
restlessness, in the common mass, is but an etfort of 
nature herself to preserve a common dignity of character. 
It i.s the social state alone which furnishes the means of a 
relative inequality among men. 
But this inequality is a 
social disease, ami therefore an evil; and it would be 
strange indeed if a kiml Providence had not supplied the 
elements of a remedy. 
.<\nd it has so done, in this very 
social jealousy and restlessiie.ss, so terrifying to all the 
children of high fortune. 
This is the democratic princifile, 
or rather it is nature herself striving in the human heart 
for human good. 
And let wise men jmlgc whether these 
princi|)les are likely soon to be overthrown, or wliclher the 
doctrines of democracy, as [»romulgated at the Worcester 
convention, can be made unpopular. 
In this spirit how much has been applauded, that truly 
tlemocralic sentiment ami worthy to be uttered by the 
voice of a nation, that all men “ are born free and equal.” 
The Worcester Coiivemion, advancing still further by the 
lights of experience ami in tones of equal [iliilaiithropy 
and decision, declare that it is the proper end of a just 
governiiicnt to keep men so. 
Not indeed by any direct 
cftbrls at eijualization, but in leaving individuals to their 
ow'u resources, and to nature’s ow n levelling process. 
So, 
likewise, equal means of knowledge are wisely deem­ 
ed essential to our freedom, because knowledge gives ¡low­ 
er, and literary attainments by our common .schools are 
prolTered and furnished to all at the public charge ; but 
the W orcester Convention declared also, that emial means 
of wealth arc cijually essential for the same emi, because 
wealth gives politrcal 
consequence 
and p o w er; 
ami 
that these means should be sedulously kept o[ien by 
the government and profl’ered to all, and not locked up in 
open or secret combinations, close corporations,and f»y all 
the varieties of special legislation now' in use. 
W'ealth, to 
be harmless in our free institutions, should like learning be 
generally diffused, 
."^o a well balanced free government 
is a great blessing, and the invention seems almost the 
[jcrfection of human sagacity—yet it proceeds on the hy- 
potlie.s's that the people are s;oremed, but the Woreesier 
Convention, yet true to the teachings of experience, regard 
a well balanced community as a far greater good, for then 
the goveriiinent is of necessity well balanced, upon the 
jtister theory that the people in etTcvi govern themsdves by 
their agents. 
And when, before or since the W'orcester Cnnrentiori, 
have a people, in this money-loCng age, in jiublic assem­ 
bly, [iromninccd, that great* public or privRle wealth is 
not the supreme good of men,— or its rultiire the first 
care of a wise*and free government, but that, on the con- 
trarv. common justice, common virtue, comrnon intelli- 
•oMice, and eoimi.on equality as the basis, and the only 
se.re one, of all [»ublie blessings, arc lar greater nationrd 
attainment', 
'riins, in cflect, fe.stiiig our ¡nibiie ¡lolicy on 
good iiiordVuv ami the precepts of Cliristi.'uiity itself. 
It was wise in the W'orcc'ter Convention to recur to 


t ! ; e first ¡iruiciplcs of onr social conifirirt, 
'i'he minds ol 
the citizens arc alwavs. in thi' mode, refrcsht d. .and flmii 
patriotism sirenglhened. 
It should i»e the practice o| <tll 
po|»ulur assembiic'. a.s aUo in our ileidierat ve boiiim , 
and tVoni the jieriod it shall cease_ wc mav cate the de­ 
cline of the republic. 
'I’hey begin with tae -e . •■r'- gnU 
of tlie ()r;0{>!c, 
A -overeignty too. not liiioteftj tmi bill 


and comjdele, and which embraces every function of the 
[M'ople’s goiernuient. 
It IS liwtory that under the first charter of goveriinient 
of till'. .State, the people acluallv met in ih inocratir as- 
scmldy and tiiere ¡lursued the work of self-go\eminent. 
'I'licy [irovided for the common deleiice, they pa-ioed tlinr 
own laws, ndministereil their own justice, and loimd no 
dilliciilty in enforcing ofiedieiice. 
'I’his was lull ami 
complété sovenugnty, and conslitiiled all the fmictions ol 
[lOpulat government. 
Under our ¡ircsenf constitution the theory is the same. 
The people now, in eliVct, meet in démocratie assembly 
and govern themselves;— Inil it is by certain agmits ap- 
f»oiiite<l and commissioned bv the ¡irescribetl forms ol 
that coiigtitutinn, and upon tho fainiiiar prmci[ile, that 
what the constituent power nr priiici[>af, does by its 
agents, it does itself. 
'I’he ¡leoplo constitute that con­ 
stituent [lower. 
'I’Im' V declare mid promulgate their rules 
of .self-guveriimeiit by the agency of the LegisI.ilure, in 
the form of our .Statute laws. 
I'h e y explain and .ad­ 
minister those laws to individual exigencies by tlicr j u ­ 
dicial agent; and our chief magistrates, the ¡»eople's 
executive agents, enforce obediciKM to the poimlar will, 
thus declared and ailiwniRtered by the jiliysical ¡»ower of 
the whole coinnmnily. 
But, the ¡»eoplc. after all. are in 
truth the only responsible parly to the citizen, and to the 
world. 
.A vast responsibilitv, nidaml, and deinoiislrutos 
the importance oi |iO[iular wtsdoni, virtue, mid sclf-rcs- 
pect. 
It is a «loclrinc universally admitted, that the agent is 
ever bound b^ the e.xprcss or implied will of his consiitii- 
ent, or [irincipal ; ami this la as true in ihs case before 
us, as in the ordinary transactions between man and man. 
'I’liis govcrmiicnl, then, being a government of the people 
by agencies, it follows that all the agents, Legislative, J u ­ 
dicial, and Executive, are equally bound by the ex[iress 
or implied po[iuliir will. 
If the peo[de’s will is not to 
be obeyed, they ought not to bi* resiioiisible for the uots 
of the government, ami in fact they «I0 not govern. 
But 
by the consliliilion, their agents receive the peo[ile‘s in­ 
structions in (lifl'erent modes, 
i'^enators and Ri'presmita- 
tivcs are either expressly or iinjiliedly instriicteil by the 
people in all cases. 
But implied instructions always 
authorize a sound discretion in the agent ; and the agent's 
acts eijtially bind the [leopio in either ca.se 
Not so, liow- 
cv<*r, if the agent goes beyond a sound discretion or 
right reason, or is seduced into impro[ier concessions— 
such acts are void and may be treated accordingly. 
The Judge receives the people’s instructions through 
the .Statute Book, and they oinu him also in all his olficial 
duties as far as they go. 
But there arc cases frmiuenlly 
before him, iqion which the people in their Statute Book, 
have given him no orders, or those orders may be amlti- 
guous, and yet common justice requires his action,—then, 
their instructions arc necessarily inqilied, tliat he shall 
u.se a sound discretion, and in ofiedience he may aid his 
own judgment by all the lights of judicial learning. 
But 
the [»copie should, as far as practicable, pass, by their le­ 
gislature, all laws which are administered by their judicial 
agent. 
This would rc([uire a codification of our laws. 
7’he executive agency of this government has already 
bcciL dcscrilicd. 
T he peo[»le instnict this agent, also, 
through the Statute Book, and through the judgments 
and decrees of the Courts, of which it is the mere nun ster, 
or executor. 
This, though a concise, is yet deem ed to be a corrert 
view of our government. 
It is simple and intelligible in 
its theory ; and affords the greatest possil»le security for 
the rights of the citizens ; for unless the [>eo[»le lack either 
discretion or good tenv[ier, or unless even coiiimou sense 
itself shall fail, they will not injure themselves. 
One 
thing, however, in a system so wise is remarkable, that the 
people should not, in ihcir constitution, have reserved to 
themselves the direct ap[»ointment of their Judicial 
agents ; for this agency is as much accountable to the 
peo|»lc, as the others, and the people a.s much accountable 
for its acts. 
As it stands now, the Courts are loo re­ 
mote from the principle. 
And the people feel it. 
Vet 
some are even so indiscreet as to insinuate that the ju ­ 
diciary is designed as a barrier to o|i[»os© the [»o[»u!ar 
ill. 
Whoever wishes to destroy ibis imslitution will 
to convince the people that it is above their con- 
ti.»l, and designed to ¡»rotect them, against t^eir own 
ivorst enemies, themselves. 
Such doctrines are far, very far behind the s[»irit of the 
age. 
Tlie common inimi is the fountain of good law, as 
ot good [»olitics. 
In a like conservative s[>ii it it i,s main­ 
tained by the opponents of Democracy, that there is in­ 
trinsic strength in the government, aside from the p0|»ular 
will. 
T h at by constitutional checks and balances, it l»e- 
comcs a 8elf-[)urifying, solf-regnlatiiig, aiul almo.st self- 
perpetuating institulion, having a will inile[»endeiit, and 
even capablV of controlling lhat of thf [leople, when oc­ 
casion re<[uircs. 
But the Worre.sler Convention, in the 
language of democracy, affirm, “ that the slriicfiire of our 
government is designed merely to give to the will of ilie 
people the form and power of U w ,” 
T h e peo|»le will de­ 
cide between the tw'o theories. 
If, then, the popular will be here the government, we 
arc to look to the boily of the people for all causes dis­ 
turbing its equity or harmony ; and thus the structure of 
society among us, becomes an object of far greater in­ 
terest than the structure of the government itself. 
It is 
there that diflereiil and powerful interest.s conflict and 
struggle for prtqionderance, it is there also they must l»o 
balanced, or their sinister influences neutralized. 
If pub­ 
lic sentirnenf is correct, the govenmieiil can hardly he 
wrong ; if incorrect, to w hat power shall we a|»)»eal I 
W e assume as an obvious triilJi that the common ..ensc 
and iiitolligence of the coiiimmiity is fully compelnit 10 
master and manage all the intricacies of our common self- 
government. 
VVe doubt not th.it the tirdinary [mrsuits of 
business, among competing equals, the couimim adminis­ 
tration of justice by a juiy, is as high an etfort of mind 
as any of the functions of our common government. 
W c 
see, moreover, daily, that to every one i.s kindly and boun­ 
tifully given all necessary wisdoia fur his ¡ndividii.ii good, 
but who will so far distru't Providence, a?, to deny lhat the 
gift is ample for all his social wants, .also. 
Men can gov­ 
ern thcni.selves in society, or God's work is iiii[.erfeci. 
In society, and for the uses of onr common interests, 
each individual mind is a luminary, and it is the collected 
ravs of all these, which constitute the common wisdom ; 
and the great object sought by honest men and patriots, is 
to give to the [icoplc in their work of self-government 
the fullest benefit of thi.s collecte«! light and wis«li)m. 
And how can tliis be better accoiiqdished than by leaving 
to every man the entir«i fr<*edom of his judgernent, ami by 
carefully cultivating that slate of so«:i« ty which renders 
all minds in the ^highest degree iiide|>en«lent of each 
other. 
Whenever, by the accident of 6iip«’nor wealth, sta­ 
tion, olfic«*, or any other artificial advaiilage, one mind, 
or any number of niimls are brouglii into bomlage t<» othiT 
miinls, a portion of heaven’s own lighi, giv«m for our 
common 
illiiminaiion, is extinguished, the bahmce ofj 
irjpd, and the 
>rW, it is appa- 
Cllliuil, 
“ that to secure to all the cnjoynieiit ot eipial law.s, it is | 
necessary lhat the ¡»copie from whom they emanate should | 
he on an equalitv in their social aiul political condition.” ; 
But be it retm-'inbered, llo.t tin . l^, not an «•x.u t .-.luality ' 
of dollars and cents, of literatiirr, 01 of fl»*r [.owcrs ofj 
niiiul 
But it is that rel it.ve e«[uaiitv m social position j 
which gives relative rqualiiy and iiulepemlem e of nund 
in public 01 privrtti* action. 
Fuitlu r lliaii ih h di-mocrals,

By the arrival of tlie ship Ariosto, Capt. RIackler, 
from St Ubes,which ¡lort she left on the 19ili ult., Me.ssrs 
To()liffs have received a file of the Li.slKm English Journal 
to the 13th ult.— which contains important information 
relative to the affairs of Spain. 
Disturbances still continue in Sjiain, and it seems now 
highly probable lliat the existing government will he over­ 
thrown. 
'J'heconstitution of 1 ^ 2 has been solemnly pro­ 
claimed at Cadiz, Seville ml Badajoz, as well as at M.a- 
laga. 
In Seville, on the receipt of a despatch sent to the 
authorities by the civil govi rmnent of Cadiz, they called 
together the superior officers of the National Guard, and 
made them acquainted with what had occurred at Cadiz, 
the iiroclainatioii of the Constitution of 1812. 
It was 
then agreed that all the corps iu Seville should be drawn 
up, in order to ascertain the spirit they were animated 
with. 
The result was, that Commissioners were appoint­ 
ed hy them, wiiich expressed the following wislics as those 
ol their con.«tituenis, viz:— 
1st. 
'Plial the Ministers should he dismissed as well .as 
(icn. Cordova, and a Commander in Chief appointed, 
worthy the confidence of the nation. 
2d. 
'Phat a Conslitnenl Cortes lie convened upon the 
principle laid down in the Constitution of 1812, and 
3(ily, T hat obedience be no longer paid to the ex ­ 
isting tloverinHeiit. 
As far a.s related to the two first articles, the Civil 
Govenier had given way. 
And as lo the third, the open 
riqilure with the existing government, it was still under 
con.sideralion. 
W e gather from these papers that Madrid is in a stale 
of revolution, 
'i’he Revista, a Lisbon paper, of.Aug. 9, 
says, that intelligence had been received that a revolution 
had taken place wliicli caused considerable bloodshed, the 
result of w hich was the dismissal of Isturitz, and the ap- 
puiiitnient of .Mendizabel as I'rime .Minister: the <iiieeii 
promising to give to Spain a Constitution with two Cham­ 
bers.
